Farm- 
ers, merchants, barbers and meat dealers 
should close their places of business. The 
preachers are throwing sky rockets of elo- 
quence skyward every Sunday and neg- 
lect to speak on tho non-observance of 
Sunday. I am not a stickler for the old 
Puritanic Sabbath. 
One day is God's 


right. It is no better than the other, 
but by common sense the Urst day is more 
sacredly observed, and it should be. 


"We should not bo long-faced or sober 


on tlie Lord's day. 
We should have the 


brightest face, sweetest bongs, and best 
words on that day. 
Chins should not 


drop oil the neckties on Sunday. 
It 


should be the happiest and grandest day 
of tho week. In Kansas, 111., a man was 
arrested for singing a bass at a religious 
service. The charge was disturbing a re- 
ligious service. 


' Do not idle tho day away to make it 


useful. 
Do not lay abed tor the purpose 


of resting. The way to rest is to change 
your occupation. This is what Gladstone 
says.

After tho breakfast come 
together in the best room of the house 
for a season of prayer. Do this after 
breakfast because a man cannot lie relig- 
ious on an empty stomach.

Eat? 


If there is anj thing:a fisherman likes 


to do it is to get a. mess of fish, w here 
others have failed to get a bite, and no 
stories are more frequently told than 
thofce of big baskets filled at lakes or 
jionds known tobealhew ith fish, butm 


TV hieh the fish w ere ne^ er before know n 
to bite. There are lots of pond': in which 
fish can be seen but not taken. In some 
lakes iibh may be taken in the spring 
only, or in midsummer, gi\ing rise to 
the'belief that they do not feed atother 
times. In places w here trolling spoons 
ulone are ust-d, very often big catches 
are made with flies of bass ujid pickerel, 
and in places •« here only natural baits— 
worms, frogs, minnow B—are popular, 
artificial hires are often fcucces&ful. 


It is related of a Jefferson county-vil- 


lage that no one ever used flies for bass 
fishing1 tillaboj whoknev about Adiron- 
dack trout fishing came along with, a 
M-ven-ounee fly rod, with other tackle 
to match. 


"That toothpick catc-lv a fish?" said 


the native fishermen. "Why, a half- 
pound bass would smash it al! to pieces." 


A couple of them were curious to 


Know how the thing worked, and vol- 
unteered to row the boat. They got to 
a big, dark pool under a cedar tree on a 
ledge of rocks, and a Griz/ly King and 
Yellow Sallie dropped onto the w ater 
like natural flies. What followed w as 
convincing to the natives. A black bass 
of over two pounds in -weight grabbed 
the Grizzly King and was hooked. He 
put up a good fight, but at last rolled 
up on his side and was dipped up with 
the landing net. The natives didn't Bay 
very much, but they did a whole lot of 
thinking. Light wood rods soon became 
popular in that region, and bigger 
messes of fish were the rule.

GURNEY REFRIGERATORS. 


Curloos Facts About Swearing Vice Pres- 


ident* Into Office. 


More than once in our history the 


vice president has been sworn and in- 
ducted into office sooner than the presi- 
dent, says theSt Louis Globe Danocrat. 
This was the case of John Adams, who 
took the oath and became pns-ident of 
the senate and vice president ol the 
United States nearly a month before 
Washington's first inauguration; itwas 
the case with Millard Fillmore, \\ ho, it 
i« said, took the oath on Sunday, March 
4, falling on that day of the week in 
1849, 
while Taylor, the president-elect, 


being a rigid Sabbatarian, did not per- 
mit himself to be sworn until Monday. 


It is said that in 1877, when March 4 


again fell on Sunday, Wheeler, the vice 
president-elect, took the oath on that 
day, while Hayes, having 
religious 


scruples, put off the matter until Mon- 
day. Of these cases, however, the most 
peculiar was that of 1789, when, the gov- 
ernment having just been put in opera- 
tion, presented the curious spectacle of 
a vice president without a president 
At the time, however, the matter seems 
to have attracted little attention or re- 
mark, and is now remembered only at a 
historical curio.

One Kind Carrie* a Cannon Loaded with 


a Fluid— The Dytiscna. 


Of all the insects the beetles are th 


most interesting. Thereisone that car 
ries a cannon, which anaval man wouli 
call a stern chaser, and is loaded wit 
a fluid. When pursued the beetle fire 
it, and the other insect, usually a car 
niverous beetle, is blinded by the dis 
charge of fine, acid spray. Hence it 
name of bombardier. The latest thin 
that has been learned about beetles i 
that Dj tiscus marginalia cuts its w-a 
through the shells of snails and mol- 
lusks and eats the inhabitants. 


W. B. Tcgetmeier writes to the Lon- 


don Field and tells about the curiosity 
of naturalists at finding shells mani- 
festly gnawed b.\ some insect or other, 
and the final discovery of D,\tisc\ismar- 
ginahs at work on the shell. Then he 
tolls some things about the Dyti.scus 
family. Says he: 


"I know of no more interesting animal 


in an aquarium than a Dytiscufe, who 
soon acquires the habitof following the 
fingers for food, and amuses himself at 
night, if the aquarium is open, by flv- 
ing round and round the room, find oc- 
casionally misses the way, and being 
unable to return is found on the floor 
in the morning. There is one draw- 
back to the habits of this creature. lie 
is abloodthiisty tyrant of the aquarium, 
requiring the whole place to himself, 
for if kept w ith tadpoles, frogs, fish, or 
any other animals he quicklj destroys 
them, even if many score times his own 
si<ie." 


What hawks are to the other birds, 


cats are to other mammals, sharks are 
to other fish, the Dytiscus is to other in- 
sects.

BIRDS SHOW AFFECTION. 


Largest and Strongest of the Flock Help 


the Little Ones. 


Numerous incidents have been recited 


showing how the larger and stronger 
animals ha\e assisted and protectei 
smaller and weaker ones, says the New 
York World. 


Among the birds, hov>e\er, there is a 


practice which is Justus interesting as 
any of the ac*s of consideration per- 
formed by animals. A striking instance 
of that is shown on the continent of 
Europe 


For smaller birds to attempt to fly 


across the broad Mediterranean would, 
because of the inadaptability of their 
wings and powers of endurance, be im- 
possible. To reach a warmer climate 
through Asia Minor, Syria and Pales- 
tine would be quite as certain to result 
la their death. 


Through the kindliness of the crane, 


however, the small birds are enabled to 
reach the warmer climate with little 
effort 


When the crane, is about to migrate it 


fiiee in wide circles close to the ground, 
uttering a. loud and peculiar cry, as of 
alarm, and can. be heard at a great dis- 
tance. The small birds recognize it as 
a call for them, and they immediately 
fly to the crane and take up a position 
on the crane's back. When he has all 
the passengers he can carry cornfort- 
r.bly the crane starts on his long jour- 
ney. Arrived in the warm south lands, 
the small birds fly from, the back of 
their friend and are safe for the winter.
